At this year's elections legislators 


are to bechosen In many of tbe States 
who will participate In tbe choice of 
United State* Senators to fill the 
vacancies arising on March 1, JSS9. 
There 
will be thirty 
vacancies. 


Thirty Senators go out of office on 
that day, thirty go out of office on 
March 4,1901, and thirty tn March 4, 
1003, the total cumber of States now 
being forty-fire, and the total num- 
ber of Senators, with a full comple- 
ment, being ninety. 


Of the thirty Senators who will go

Of course there are mechanica 
tmtrivances for drawing t>ad air^ou 
of mines, but Ihry are not moreeffieien 
han a simple furnace at the entrance 
of a shaft. A striking example of the 
value of a fire for the purpose of getting 
rid of foul odors is afforded in a jail in 
New Castle, 1VI. It seems that the 
jail was built over a sewer which 
emptied into the river near by. The 
odor fn.m the sewer filled the jail and 
made it a very unhealthy place to live 
in. The r.nisance was al>ated by build- 
in" a furnace- and smokestack ta one 
corner of the jail yard. A hole led down 
from the furnace ta the fewer pipe. 
\Yhen the fire was lighted the lad air 
in the pipe was drawn up by the fire 
and sent out of the stack many feet 
above the jail. 


Something of this same nature takes 


place when a storm occurs on a hot day. 
The air in a certain spot becomes heat- 
ed, and In expanding i« forced upward, 
drawing with it a certain amount of 
moist air from the neighborhood »ur- 
ri,un«llng the heated sj-it. Thr mois- 
ture in this air rapidly condenses when 
it reaches the cooler strata aliovr.and. 
turning ti» water, descends to the earth 
again in the form of a shower.—Theo- 
dore Waters, in Chicago Inter Oceac.
